= Here was neuer any thyng 
A by the witte of man ſo well deuiſed, 
don ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, whiche (in con- 
tinuaunce of tyme)hath not been coꝛ⸗ 
\ 2», rtupted:as (emong other thynges ) it 
FE mate plainly appere by the common 
pꝛaiers in the churche,.commoniy cals 
led diume ſeruice:the firſt oꝛiginall x 
ground wherof.if a ma would ſerche 
out by the auncient fathers , he hall 
l findethattheſame was not oꝛdamed 
_— but of a good purpoſe, # foꝛ a greate 
PIN. aduauncement of godimeſſe. Foz ther 
ſo Ws: the matter PW all the whole Bible (oꝛ the greateſt parte 
thereof ) chould be red ouer ones in the yere,entendyng thereby, that the 
clergie, and ſpecially ſuche as ware miniſters of the cogregacion,Hould 
(by often readyng and meditacion of Goddes woozde ) be ſtirred vp to 
—— them ſelues, and be moze able alſo to exhozte other by whole⸗ 
ome doctrine, and to confute them that ware aducrſaries to the truth. 
And further. that the people ( by dately hearyng of holy ſcripture ted in 
the Churche ) ſhould continually pꝛofite moꝛe and moꝛe in the knowe⸗ 
lege of God, and be the moꝛe inflamed with the loue of his true religiõ. 
But theſe many yeres paſſed, this godly and decent oꝛder of the aunci⸗ 
ent fathers, hath been ſo altered bꝛoken, and neglected, by plantyng in 
vncertam Stoꝛies, Legendes, Reſpondes, Uerſes, vain Kepeticions, 
Commemozacions,and Sinodalles, that commonly when any boke of 
the Bible was begon , befoze thze oz foure Chapiters ware red out, all 
the reſt ware vnredde. And in this ſoꝛte the boke of Elay was begon in 
Aduent,and the boke of Geneſts in Scptuageſtma:but thei ware one- 
ly begon, and neuer red though. After a like ſoꝛte ware other bokes of 
holy ſcripture vſed. And moꝛe ouer, where as lainct Baule would haue 
ſuche language ſpoken to the people in the churche, as thei might vnder 
ſtaude, and haue pꝛofite by hearyng thelame, the ſeruice in this churche 
of Englandec(theſe many yeres)hath been redde in Latin to the people. 
whiche ther vnderſtoode not, ſo that thei haue heard with their cares 
onelp, and their hartes, ſpirite, and mynd, haue not been edikied therby, 
And furthermoꝛe, notwithſtandyng that the auncient fathers haue di⸗ 
uided the Plalmes into ſeuen poꝛcions, wherof euery one was called a 
Nocturne, now of late tyme , a fewe of them haue been daily ſaiede and 
ofte repeated) and the reſt vtterly omitted. Moꝛeouer, the nomber and 
hardneſſe of the rules, called the Pie, and the manifolde 3 
g. l. * 
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of the ſeruice, was the taufe, that to turne the boke onely, was ſo harde 
and intricate a matter, that many tymes there was moꝛe buſineſle to 
finde out what ouid be red, then to rede it when it was founde out. 

Theſe inconueniences therefoze conſidered, here is ſet furthe ſuche 
an oꝛder, whereby theſame chalbe redzeſſed , And foꝛ a redineſſe in this 
matter, here is dꝛa wen out a kalender foꝛ that purpoſe, whiche is plain 
and eaſie to be vnderſtanden, wherin (fomuche as mate be) the readyng 
of holy ſcriptures is ſo let turthe, that all thynges ſhalbe doen in ozder, 
without bꝛeakyng one pece thereof from another. Foz this cauſe be cut 
of Anthemes, Keſpondes, J nuitatoꝛies, and ſuche like thynges, as did 
bꝛeake the continuall courſe of the readyng of the ſcripture. pet becauſe 
there is no remedy, but that of neceſſitie there muſt be ſome rules, ther⸗ 
foꝛe certain rules are here ſet furthe, whiche as thei be fewe in nomber, 
ſo thei be plain and eaſte to be vnderſtanden. So that here you haue an 
oꝛder fo2pzater (as touchyng the readyng of holy ſcripture ) muche a⸗ 
greable to the mynd and purpoſe of thold fathers, #a great deaie moꝛe 
pꝛokitable and commodious, then that whiche of late was vled. Jt is 
moꝛe pꝛofitable, becauſe here are left out many thynges, whereof ſomo 
be vntrue, ſome vncertain lome vain and ſuperſticious, and is oꝛdeined 
nothyng to be redde, but the very pure wozde of God, the holy leriptu⸗ 
res, 02 that whiche is euidently grounded vpon theſame, and that in 
ſuche a lãguage and oꝛder as is moſte eaſy and plain foꝛ the vnderſtan⸗ 
dyng, bothe of the readers and hearers . It is alſo moze commodions, 
bothe foꝛ the ſhoꝛtnes thereof, and foꝛ the plaineſſe of the oꝛder, and is: 
that the rules be fewe and eaſy. Furthermoꝛe by this oꝛder, the curate + 
al nede none other bokes foꝛ their publique ſeruice, but this boke, an 
the Bible: By the meanes whereof, the people ſgall not be at lo greate 
charge foꝛ bokes, as in tyme paſt thei haue been. 

And where heretofoꝛe there hath been greate diuerſitie, in ſayeng 
and ſyngyng in churches within this realme, ſome folowyng Salilbu⸗ 
ry ble, ſome Herfoꝛd vle, ſome the vie of Bangoꝛ, ſome of Poꝛke, and 
ſome of Lincoinc.: Nowe from hencefurthe all the whole realme. ſhall 
haue but one vic. And if any would Judge this wate moze painkull, be⸗ 
cauſe that all thynges mult be redde vpon the boke, where as befoꝛe by 
the reaſon of ſo often repeticion, thei could ſate many thynges by harte, 
if thoſe men will weigh their laboure , with the pꝛofite and knowlege, 
which daily thet Hall obtain by readyng vpon the boke, thei will not re- 
fuſe the pain, in coſtderacion of the great pꝛofite that ſhall enſue therof. 

And fozaſm:cheas nothyng can almoſte be lo plamly letfurthe but 
doubtes maic riſe in the vic and pꝛactilyng of theſame : To appeaſe all 
ſuch? diuerſitie (i any ariſe) and foꝛ the reſoiucton of all doubtes, con⸗ 
cernyng the maner how to vnderſtande, do, and execute the thynges cõ⸗ 
teined in this boke:the parties that ſo doubt, oꝛ diuerſly take any thyng 
chall 
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ſhall alwaie reſozt to the Biſhoppe of the Dioceſe, who by his diſcretiõ 
Gall take oꝛder foz the quietyng and appeaſyng of theſame:ſo that the- 
ſame oꝛder be not contrary to any thyng contemed in this Boke. And if 
the Bilchoppe of the Diocelle be in any doubte, then maie he ſende foꝛ 
the relolucion thereof vnto the Archebichoppe. 


Though it be appoyncted in the afoꝛe wꝛitten pꝛeface, that 
all thynges ſchalbe redde and ſong in the Churche, in the En⸗ 
gliche tongue, to the ende that the congregacton mate be ther⸗ 
by edified, yet it is not ment, but when menne fate Moꝛnyng 
and Euenyng pꝛaier pꝛiuatiy, thei mate ſate theſame in any 
language that thei them ſelues do vnderſtande. 


And all Pꝛieſtes and Deacons;ſhalbe bounde to ſaie daily 
the Moꝛnyng and Euenyng pꝛaier, either pꝛiuatiy oz openly, 
excepte thei be letted by pꝛeachyng, ſtudieng of diuinitie, oꝛ by 
ſome other v2gent cauſe. 


And the Curate that miniſtreth in euery Partſhe Churche 
oꝛ Chapeil,beyng at home, and not beyng otherwiſe reaſona⸗ 
bly letted, hall ſaie theſame in the Pariſhe Churche oꝛ Cha⸗ 
pell where he miniſtreth, and all tolle a belle thereto, a con 
uentent tyme befoꝛe he begin, that ſuche as be diſpoſed mate 
come to heare goddes woꝛde, aud to pꝛaie with hym.

A F ſuche teremonies as be vſed in the chur⸗ 
che and haue had their beginnyng by the 
N 0 inſtitucion of man: ſome at the firſte ware 
Rot Godlyentent and purpole deuiled, and 
vet at length turned to vanitie and ſuper⸗

— (lliicion:ſomeentred into the churche by vn⸗ 
diſcrete deuociõ, and ſuch a zeale as was without know⸗ 
lege, c fo2 becauſe thei ware winked at in the beginning 
thei grewe daily to moꝛe ⁊ moꝛe abuſes, whiche not one- 
ly fo2 their vnp2ofitableneſſe , but alſo betaufethei haue 
muche blinded the people, and obſcured the gloꝛy ot God 
are woꝛthy to be tut awate,# clene reteeted. Other there 
be, whith although theihaue been deuiled by man: yet it 
is thought good to reſerue them ſtill af well ta a decent 
oꝛder in the churche (fo: the whiche thei Ware firſt deui⸗ 
ſed ) as betauſt thei partein to edifteation: wherunto all 
thynges doen in the Churche(as the Apoſtle teacheth) 
ought to be referred. And although the kepyng o2 omit- 
tyng of a Ceremonie (in itſelf conſidered ) is but a ſinall 
thyng: yet the wilfull and contempteous tranſgreſſion 
and bꝛeakyng of a common oꝛder and diſcipline , is no 
{mall offence b:fo2e God, | 

Let althynges be doen emong you (ſaith. S. Paule) 
in aſemely and due oꝛder. The appoynctmeEt ot the whi- 
che oꝛder, parteineth not to pꝛiuate men, therkoꝛe no mã 
ought to take in hand, noꝛ pꝛeſume to appoynet oꝛ alter 
any publique oꝛ cõmon oꝛder in Chꝛiſtes churche except 
he be lawfully called and aucthoꝛized thereunto. 

And where as in this our tyme, the mindes ol menn? 
are ſo diuerle, that lome thynke it a greate matter of 
conicience to departe from a pete ot᷑ the leaſt ot their Ce ⸗ 
remonies(thei be ſo addicted to their old tuſtomes) and 
again on the other lde ſome be ſo newe kãgled that thei 
would innouate all thyng and ſo do deſpile the —— 
nothyng 
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nothyng can like them but that is new:it was thought 
erpediẽt not lo muche to haue reſpett, how to pleaſe and 
ſatiſty eitherot᷑ thele parties, as how to pleale God, and 
p:ofite them bothe. And yet leſt any man ſhould be offẽ⸗ 
dod( whom good reaſon mighte ſatiſtie) here be certain 
cduſes rendꝛed why ſome ot the accuſtomed Ceremonies 
be put aware, and lome retained and kept ſtill. £ 
Some are put awaie,becauſe the greate exceſſe ⁊ mul⸗ 
titude of the, hath ſo encrealed in thele latter daies that 
the burthenof them was intollerable, whereof. S. Au⸗ 
guſtine in his tyine complained, that thei ware growen 
to ſuche a nombꝛe, that the ſtate ot chꝛiſtian people was 
in worſe tale ( cõternyng that matter) then ware the Je⸗ 
wes. And hecounlauled that ſuche yoke #burthe, ould 
be taken aware, as tyme would ſerue quictly to do it. 

Wut what would. S. Auguſtine haue laied it he had 
ſcen the Ceremonies ot late dates vſed emong vs-wher- 
vnto the multitude vled in his tyme, was not to be com⸗ 
pared. This our exteſſiue multitudeot Ceremonies was 
ſo greate and many ot them ſo darke:that thei did moꝛc 
confounde, and darken, then detlare and fet furth Chu⸗ 
ſtes benefites vnto vs. . 

And beſides this, Chuſtes Golpell is not a Ceremo⸗ 
mall lawe(as muche ol Moſes lawe was) but it is a re⸗ 
ligion to lerue God, not in bondage of the figure oꝛ ſha⸗ 
dowe, but in the fredome of ſpirite , beyng tontent onely 
with thole Cereinomes, which do lerue to a decent oꝛdꝛe 
and godly diſcipline, and ſuche as be apte to ſtirre vp the 
dull mynde or man, to the remembꝛaunte ok his duectie to 
God, by ſome notable and ſpectallſigntfication, where- 
by he might be edifted. 

Furthermoꝛe, the moſte weightie cauſe of thaboliche⸗ 
ment ot certain teremonies was, that thei ware ſo farre 
abuſed, partly by the ſuperſticious blyndnes of the rude 
and vnlearned, and partiy by the vnlaciable auarice of 
luche as ſought moꝛe their owne lutre, then the gloꝛy of 
God: that the abuſes could not well be taken awaie, the 
thyng remainyng ſtil. But now as cöcernyng 10 eper⸗ 

a. iiti. ones 
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ſones, whiche paraducẽture wilbeoffended, fo2 that ſome 
of thold ceremonies are retained ſtill:it thei cõlider that 
without ſome Ceremonies, it is not poſſible to kepe any 
oꝛdꝛe, oꝛ quiete diſcipline in the churche : thetſhall eaſely 
perteiue iuſt cauſe torefozme their iudgementes. And if 
thei thinke muche. that any of thold do remain, # would 
rather haue all deuiled a newe: Then luchemen graun- 
tyng ſome teremonies tonuenient to be had, ſurely wher 
the olde maie be well vled: there thei tannot reaſonably 
repꝛoue the old, only foꝛ their age, without be wꝛayng ot 
their owne foly. Foꝛ in ſuche a cale, thei ought rather to 
haue reuerece vnto them foꝛ their antiquitte,if ther will 
declare thein ſelues to be moꝛe ſtudious of vnitie and co- 
coꝛde, then of innouactons and newe fanglenes, whiche 
(almuche as map be with the true ſettyng furthof Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtes Religion )1s alwaies to be eſchewed. Furthermoze, 
ſuche ſhall haue no iuſt cauſe with the ceremonies reler⸗ 
ued, to be offended. Foꝛ as thoſe be taken awaie, whiche 
ware moſt abuſed, and did burthen mennes conſcrences 
without any cauſe : ſo the other that remain, are retai⸗ 
ned foꝛ a Diſcipline and oꝛdꝛe, whiche ( vpon iuſte tau⸗ 
les) maie be altered and chaunged, and therekoꝛe are not 
to be eſtemed equall with gods la we. And mozeouer ther 
be neither darke noꝛ dombe Ceremonies, but are ſo lette 
kurthe, that tuery man maie vnderſtande what thei doe 
meane, ⁊ to what vle thei do lerue. So that it is not like 
that thei, in tyme to tome, ſhould be abuſed as the other 
haue been. And in thele our doynges we tondempne no 
other nations, noꝛ pꝛeltribe any thyng, but to our owne 
people onely. Foz we thinke it tõuenient that euery toũ⸗ 
trey ſhould vle ſuche ceremonies, as thei ſhal thinke beſt 
to the ſettyngfurtheof Goddes honour, oꝛ gloꝛie, and to 
the redutyng of the people to a moſte perfecte and godly 
liuyng, without erroure oꝛ Superſtitcion. And that thei 
(ould putte awaie other thynges, whiche from tyme to 
tyme, thei perteiue to be moſte abuſed, as in mennes oꝛ⸗ 
dinauntes it often chaunceth dinerſely in diuerle coun⸗ 
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erp2efſyng the oꝛdꝛe or the Pſalmes and Leſ- | 
ſons, to be ſaied at the M oꝛnyng and Euenyng | 
pꝛaier thꝛoughout the pere, excepte certain 
pꝛopꝛe feaſtes, as the Rules folow⸗ 
png moze plainly declare.

And af- 
ter that thei had mocked him, thei toke the robe of him 
againe, ⁊ put his own raiment on him and led him a- 
way to trucifie him. And as they tame out, they found 
a man of Cirenee named Simon) him they compelled 
to beare his croſie. And thei came vnto the plate which 
is called Golgotha, (that is to ſay, a plate of dead mes 
ſculies)# gaue hun vineger migled with gal to dꝛinke. 
And when he had faſted therof,he would not dzinke, 
hd thei had crucified him, thei parted his garinetes, 
t did caſt lottes:that it might be fulfilled whiche was 
ſpoken by the pꝛophet: They parted my garmentes a⸗ 
mong them, and vpon my veſture did thei caſt lottes. 
And they late and watched him there, and let vp ouer 
his head the cauſe of hys death wꝛytten. This is Je⸗ 
ſus the king ofthe Jewes. Then wer there. ii. theues 
crucified with him, one on the right hande, # an other 
on the lefte. Thei that paſſed by, reuiled hun, wagging 
their heades, x ſaying:thou that deſtroiedſt the temple 
of god, and didſt bud it in thꝛee dayes, ſaue thy ſelfe. 
Jt thou be the ſone of god, come down krom the croſſe. 
Likewiſe alſo the high Pꝛieſtes mocking him , with 
the Scribes and elders ſatd:He ſaued other, humſelt He 
cannot ſaue. It he be the king of Ilrael let him nowe 
come down fro the croſſe,+ we wil beleue him. He trul⸗ 
ted in god, let him deliuer him now, if he wil haue him, 
foꝛ he laid: Jam» (one of god. The theues alſo which 
wer crucified with him caſt lame in his teeth. From 
the lixt houre was there darkenes ouer al the lãd vn⸗ 
til the ninth houre. And about the ninth houre, Jeſus 
cried with a loud botce,ſaying, Ely, Ely, lamaſabatha⸗ 
nyrð is to lay: my god, my god, why haſt thou fozſake 
mer Some of the that ſtoode there, when thei _ 
that, 
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that ſayd: This man calleth foꝛ Helias. And ſtreight 
waye one of them ranne and toke a ſpounge, and whe 
he had filled it ful of vineger, he put it on a reede, and 
gaue hym to dzynke. Other layd:let be, let vs (ee whe⸗ 
ther Heltas wil tome and deliuer him. Jeſus, when he 
had cryed agayne wyth a loude voice , yelded vp the 
colt. And behold, the vatle of the temple did rente in 
two partes, from the top to the botome, ⁊ the yearthe 
did quake, and the ſtones rent, and graues did open, # 
many bodies ot lainctes, whiche flept,arofe and went 
out of the graues after hys reſurretcion, and came in⸗ 
to the holy citie and appeared vnto many. when the 
Centurion, and they that were wyth hym watchinge 
Jeſus, ſaw the yearthquake,and thoſe thinges which 
happened, they feared greatly, laying: Truely thys 
was the ſonne of God. And many weomen wer there 
(beholding him a tarre ot) which folowed Jeſus from 
Galile, miniſtring vnto hym : Emonge whiche was 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of James 
and Joſes,and the mother of Zebedes chyldꝛen.

And whitherloener he goeth in, 
ſay ye vnto the good ma of the houle, the maiſter ſaith; 
where is the geaſte chamber, where J hal cate the 
Paſſeouer with my dilciples⸗ And he wil ſhewe you a 
great parlo2, paued and pꝛepared:there make readyfoꝛ 
vs. And his diſciples wente furth, and came into the 
citie, and kounde as he had ſayed vnto them: and they 
made ready the Paſſeouer. And when it was now eue- 
tyde, he came with the. xii. And as they (ate at boꝛde E 
dyd eate, Jeſus ſayd: verely J ſay vnto you, one of you 
(that cateth with me) ſhal betraye me. And they begã 
to be ſoꝛy, and to ſayetoHim one by one:is it I: and an 
other layd:is it J: he anſwered, and layed bnto them:

platter. The ſonne of man truely goeth, as it is wzit⸗ 
ten ol him, but woe to that man by whom the ſonne ot 
man is betrayed: Good were it foꝛ that man, ik he had 
neuer been boꝛne. And as they did eate, Jelus tooke 
bꝛead, and when he had geuen thankes, he bake it, 
and gaue to them, and ſayed : Take, eate, thys is 
my body. And he tooke the cuppe , and when yy had 
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geuen thankes, he toke it to them, and thei al dꝛanke of 
it. And he laid vnto the: This is my bloud ofthe new 
teſtament, which is ſhed toꝛ many. Uerely J late vnto 
you: J wil dꝛinke no moꝛe of the fruite of the vine ,vn- 
til that daye that J dꝛynke it new in the kyngdome of 
god. And when they had laid grate, they went oute to 
the mounte Oliuete. And Jelus ſayeth vnto them: all 
ye ſHalbe offended becauſe of me this nyghte. Foz it is 
wuttẽ: J wil (mite the ſhepeheard, and theſhepe (hal 
be ſcatered:but after that J am riſe againe, J wil goe 
into Galile befoze you. Peter ſatd vnto him:# though 
al men be offended, yet wil not J. And Jeſus ſaith vn- 
to hym:verely, J ſaye vnto thee,thatthis day, euen in 
this nighte,beefoze the cocke krowe twile thou ſhalte 
deny ine thꝛee times. Wut he ſpake moꝛe vehemently: 
no, i J ſhoulde die with thee , J will not denye thee: 
Like wiſe allo (aid they al. And theycame into a place 
whiche was named Gethſemany,and he ſated to his 
diſciples:ſit ye here while Jgoe aſyde and pꝛaye. And 
he taketh with him Peter, and James, and John, and 
began to waxe abaſhed and to be in an agony, and ſaid 
vnto them. My ͤſoule is Heauy,euen vnto the deathe: 
tary ve here # watch. And he went kurth a litle and fel 
down flat on the grounde, pꝛayed, that it it were pol⸗ 
lible, the houre might paſſe from him. And he ſayed: 
Abba father, al thinges are poſſible vnto thee, take a- 
way this cup from me:neuertheleſle, not as J wyl, but 
that thou wilt be doone. And he tame and kounde the 
llepyng, æ ſayth to Peter: Simon, ſlepeſte thou⸗Coul⸗ 
deſt not thou watch one houre; watch ye and pꝛay, leſt 
ye enter into temptation:the ſpirite truly is ready, but 
the fleſhe is weake. And agayne he wente alyde and 
pꝛayed, and ſpake the ſame woꝛdes. And he returned a 
founde them allepe agayne, foꝛ they: eyes were heauy, 
neyther wilt they what to anl wer hym. And he came 
the thirde tyme and ſated vnto them: —_ henceturth 
iii. and 
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and takeyoure eale, it is inoughe. The houre is come: 
beholde, the lonne of man is betrayed into the handes 
of lynners: Kyle bp, let vs goe: Loe, he that betrayeth 
me is at hande. And immediatly whyle he yet (pake, 
tummeth Judas (which was one of the. xii.) and with 
hyma greate noumber of people with lweoꝛdes and 
ſtaues, from the hie pꝛieſtes, and Stribes, and Elders. 
And he that betrayed hym. had geuen thein a general 
token, ſayping: whoſoeuer J doe kyſle the lame is he: 
take and leade hym awaye warely. And allone as he 
was come, he goeth ſtrayght way to him and (ayeth 
bnto hym:aiſter, Maiſter,and kiſſed hym:and they 
layed they: handes on hym, and foke hym. And one of 
them that ſtode by, dꝛewe out a ſweozde , and (mote a 
ſeruaunt of the hie pꝛieſtes, and cutte of his eare. And 
Jeſus aunſwered.; and ſayed, vnto them :ye bee come 
oute as vnto a thete with ſweozdes and ſtaues, fo: to 
take me: Jwas dayely with you in the temple tea- 
chinge,and'ye tooke me not: but theſe thynges come 
to paſſe that the Scripture ſhoulde bee fulfilled. And 
they al koꝛſoke hym and ranne away: And there folo- 
wed hima certaine younge man clothed in linnen vp- 
on the bare, and the vounge men caughte hym and he 
lefte his linnen garmente and fled from them naked. 
And they led Jelus awaye to the hyghe pꝛieſte of all, 
and with him came al the hie pꝛieſtes, and the Elders, 
x the Stribes. And Peter folowed him a greate waye 
of(ene til he was tome into the palace of the hie pꝛieſt) 
and he late with the ſeruauntes and warmed himſelf 
at the kyer. And the hye pꝛyeſtes and all the counſell 
ſouchte foꝛ witneſle agaynſt Jeſu to put him to death, 
and founde none: koꝛ many bare falſe witnes agaynſte 
hym but they: wytneſſes agreed not together. And 
there aroſe tertaine and bzought falſe witneſſe againſt 
hym laying: we heard hym laye: J wyll deſtroye thys 
temple that is made with handes and within thꝛee 
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dayes J wyl builde an other made withoute handes. 
But yet theyꝛ witneſles agreed not together. And the 
hye pꝛyeſte ſtoode vp amonge them, and aſked Jeſus, 
laying:aunlwereſt thou nothyng⸗ how is it that theſe 
beare witneſle agaynſte thee⸗ Wut he helde his peace, 
and anſwered nothyng.

And as Peter was beneth in the palace, there 
came one of the wenches of the hieſt pꝛieſte, and when 
ſhe lawe Peter warming hymſelfe,ſheloked on hym, 
and ſaid: waſt not thou alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth? 
And he dented, ſaying:J know hym not, neither wote 
J what thou ſayeſt. And he went out into the poꝛche, 
and the cocke krewe. And a damolell( when ſhe ſawe 
hym ) began againe to ſaye to them that ſtode by: this 
is one of them.

NʃiNd anon in the dawninge the hie pꝛieſtes 
8 helde a counſell with the Elders and the 
if Stribes, and the whole congregacion,and 
dbdounde Jeſus and led him awape, and de- 
liuered him to Pilate. And Pilate aſked him: art gon 
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the kyng ofthe Jewes: and he anſwered and ſayed to 
him:thon ſaiſt it. And the hye pꝛieſtes accuſed him of 
many thynges. So Pilate alked hym agayne,ſaying: 
anſwereſt thou nothyng-Behold how many thinges 
they laye to thy charge. Jeſus anſwered yet nothyng, 
ſo that Ptlate merueiled. At that feaſt Pilate dyd de- 
liner bnto them a pꝛieſoner, whoimſoeuer they woulde 
deſy2e, And there was one that was named Barra⸗ 
bas, which lay bounde with them that made inſyrrec- 
tion:he had comitted murther. And the people called 
vnto hym, ⁊ began to deſy:e hym, that he woulde dooe 
acco2dyng as he had euer done vnto them. Pilate ans 
t wered them, laying:wyl ye that J let looce vnto vou 
the kyng of the Jewes; foꝛ he knew that the hie pꝛie⸗ 
ſtes Had deliuered him of enuye. But the Hye pueſtes 
moued the people that he ſhould rather delyuer Bar⸗ 
rabas vnto them. p ilate anſwered agayne, and layed 
vnto the:what wil ye that J then doe vnto him, who 
ye cal the king of the Jewes⸗ And they cryed agayne, 
crucitie him. Pilate laid vnto them: what eml hath he 
done: And they cried the moꝛe feruently, crucifye hun. 
And ſo Pilate willing to content the people, let looce 
Warrabas vnto them, æ deliuered vp Jeſus (when he 
had ſcourged hym ) koꝛ to be crucified. And the ſouldi⸗ 
ours led him away into the cõmon hall, and called to⸗ 
gether the whole multitude, and thei clothed hum with 


purple and the i platted a croune of thoꝛnes and crou⸗ 


ned Hyin withal, and began to ſalute hyn:Haile kyng 
of the Jewes. And they ſmote him on the head with a 
reede, and did pit vpon hym, and bowed their knees 
wurlhipped hym. And when they had mocked hym, 
they toke the purple of hym and put hys own clothes 
on him, and ledde Hyin oute to cruciftehym; And they 
compelled one that paſſed by called Symon of Sy- 
rene (the father of Alerander and Rufus) whiche 
came oute of the fielde , to beare hys croſle, — —

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bꝛought hym fo a place named Golgotha( whiche ik a 
man interpꝛete is the place of dead mens ſculles:) and 
theygaue Hyin to dꝛynke, wyne mingled with mirrhe, 
but he reteiued it not. And whe thei had crucitied him: 
they parted his garmentes, taſtyng lottes vpon them 
what euery man ſhouid take. And it was aboute the 
fhy:de houre, and they trutified hym. And the title of 
hys cauſe was wꝛitten. The kyng of the Jewes. And 
they crucified with hym two theues: the one on hys 
ryght hand and the other on hys lefte. And the ſcrip- 
ture was fulfilled, which laith:he was couted among 
the wycked. And they that wente by , rayled on hym, 
wagging their heades , and ſaying: A w:etche, thou 
that deſtroyeſt the temple , and butldeſte it agayne in 
three dayes : laue thy ſelfe and come down trom the 
croſſe. Lykewyſe allo mocked hym the Hye pꝛieſtes a- 
inong theinſelues with the Scribes , and ſayed:he (a- 
ued other men, himſelke he cannot laue. Let Chſt the 
king of Iſrael deſcende now from the croſle , that we 
maye ſee and bcleue. And they that wer crucitied with 
hym, checked hym alſo, And when the lirxt houre was 
tome, darkenes areſe ouer al the earth, vntill theninth 
houre. And at the ninth houre Jeſus cried with a loud 
voice ſaying:Eloy; Elov, lamalabathany⸗ which is (vt 
one interpꝛete it) my god my god, why haſt thou foꝛla⸗ 
kt me: And lome of thein that ſtode by, whe thet heard 
that, ſayd:behold, he calleth fo: Helias. And one ranne 
and filled a ſponge ful of vineger, and put it on a reede, 
t gaue Him to dꝛinke, ſaying :let hun alone, let vs ſee 
whether Þelias wil come # take him down. But Je- 
ſus cried with a loud voite, and gaue vp the goſt. And 
the vaile of the temple rent in. u. petes from the top to 
the bottom. And whe the Centur(o(which ſtode befoꝛe 
Him)ſawe that he ſocried,* gaue vp the goſt, he ſated: 
truly this man was the ſonne of god. There wer alſo 
women a good way of, beholding hun: among _ 
Fate as 
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was Mary Magdalene, x Mary the mother of James 
the litle and of Joles, and Mary Salome (which alſo 
whe he was in Galile had folowed him, andintmſtred 
vnto him) and many other women, whyche came vp 
with him to Jerulalem. And now when the euen was 
tome ( becauſe it was the day ol pꝛeparing that goethj 
beloꝛe the Sabboth)Joſeph of the citie of Aramathia 
a noble counſatlonr, which alſoloked fo2 the kingdom 
of God, tame and went in boldely vnto Pilate , and 
begged of him the body of Jeſu . And Pilate meruei⸗ 
led that he was already dead, and called vnto him the 
Centurio,and aſked of him, whether he had been any 
while dead. And when he knew the trueth of the Cen- 
turyon, he gaue the body to Joſeph. And he bought a 
linnen cloth, and toke him down, and wꝛapped him in 
the linnen cloth, and laied him in a ſepulchꝛe that was 
hewen out of a rocke, and rolled a ſtone befoze the doze 
of the ſepulchꝛe. And Mary Magdalene and Mary 
Joſes beheld where he was layde. 
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(ot neceſſitie)be the death ot him that 
V maheth the teſtament, Foz the teſta- 
ment taketh authoꝛitie when mẽ are 
65 S dead: foꝛ it is yet of no value, as long 
as he that maketh the teſtamẽt is a- 
hich canſe alſo, neyther the firſte teſtamente 
was 92dayned withonte bloud . Foz when Moes 
haddeclared all the commaundemente to all thepeo- 
ple, accoꝛdynge fo the law, he toke the bloud ofcalues, 
and of Goates , with water and purple wolle, and 
yſope , and ſpꝛynckled bothe the booke and all = 
| people,

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people,ſaying:this is the blond of the teſtamẽt, which 
God hath appointed vnto you. Moꝛeouer he ſpꝛinck⸗ 
led the tabernacle with bloud allo, a al the mimſtring 
veſſels. And almoſt al thinges are by the law, purged 
with bloud,and without ſheding ok bloud is no remil⸗ 
ſton. It is nede then, that the ſtmtlitudes of heauenly 
thynges be purified with ſuche thynges : but that the 
heauenly thynges themſelfes , be purified with better 
ſacrifices then are thoſe. Foz Chꝛiſt is not entred into 
the holy plates that are made with hãdes ( which are 
ſimilitudes of true thynges ) but is entred into verye 
heauen, foꝛ to appeare nowe in the ſight ot god koꝛ vs:

And as it is appointed vnto al men that they (Hal 
once dye, and then cometh the iudgemente: Enen ſo 
Chꝛyſte was once offered to take awaye the ſynnes of 
many, and vnto them that looke foꝛ him, ſhall he ap⸗ 
peare agayne wythout lynne, vnto ſaluacion. 
¶ The Golpell, 
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( (whtche was of the numb2e of 
| — the. xii)and he wente his waye 
and tommoned with the hie pꝛieſtes and officers, how 
he myght betraye him vnto them. And they wer glad, 
and pꝛomyled to geue hym money. And he conſented, 
and ſoughte opoztumitie to betraye hym vnto — 
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when the people were away. Then tame the daye of 
ſwete bꝛead, when of neteſlitie the paſſeouer muſte bee 
offred. And he lente Peter and John, laying: goe and 
pꝛepare vs the paſſeouer, that we may eate. Thei laid 
vnto him: where wilte thou that we pꝛepare: And he 
ſated vnto them: beholde, when ye enter into the citie, 
there (hal a man mete you bearing a pitcher of water: 
him folow into the lame houſe that he entreth in, and 
ve (hal ſay vnto the good mã of the houle:the marſter 
ſayeth vnto thee: where is the geaſt chainbze where J 
(hal eate the paſſeouer with my diſciples-And he (hal 
ſhewe you a great parlor paued:there make readye; 
And they went and founde as he had ſayd vnto them 
x they made ready the paſſeoner. And when the houre 
was come, he ſate downe and the. xi. Apoſtles with 
Htin. And he ſaped vnto them: J haue inwardly deſy- 
red to eate this paſſeouer with von, befo:e that J (uf- 
fer. Foꝛ J ſaye vnto you:hencefurth will J not eate of 
it any moꝛe, vntil it be fulfilled in the kingdom of god; 
And he toke the cup, and gaue thankes, x ſayd: Take 
thys, and deuide it among yon. Foz J laye vnto yon: 
JF wyll not dꝛynke ok the fruite of this vine, vntill the 
kyngedome of God tome. And he toke bꝛead and whe 
he had geuen thankes, he bꝛake it and gaue vnto the, 
ſaying: This is iny body, which is geut foꝛ vou: This 
doe in the remembeaunceof me. Lykewple alſo when 
he had ſupped he toke the cuppe,ſaying : This cuppe 
is the newe teſtamente in my bloud whiche is (Hed 
foꝛ you. Yet beholde the hande of hym that betrateth 
me, is wyth me on the table. And truely the ſonne of 
manne goeth as it is appoynted, but woe vnto that 
manne, dy whom he is betrayed. And they beganne to 
enquire amonge themtelues, whiche of them it was 
that ſhoulde dooe it . And there was a ſtrife a⸗ 
monge them, whiche of them ſhoulde leeme to bee 
the greateſt. And he layed vnto them: the kynges — 
nacion 
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nations reigne ouer thein, and they that haue autho⸗ 
ritie vpon them , are called gracious: but ye lhall not 
ſo be. But he that is greateſte amonge vou, [hall bee 
as the yonger,and he that is chiefe,ſhalbe as he that 
doeth miniſter. Foꝛ whether is greater he that litteth 
at meate, oꝛ he that lerueth⸗ Is it not he that ſitteth at 
meate⸗ But J am among vou, as he that miniſtreth, 
pe are they which haue bydden with me in my temp⸗ 
tacions. And J appoynt vnto you a kungdom as my 
father hath appoynted to me, that ye maye eate and 
dꝛynke at my table in my kyngdom, and lit on ſeates, 
iudgeyng the. rii.trybes of Ilrael. And the Lo2d ſaid: 
Simom, Simon, behold, Sathan hath deſired to lifte 
vou, as it were wheate: But J haue pꝛaped fo? thee, 
that thy faith fayle not. And whe thou art conuerted, 
ſtrength thy bꝛethꝛen. And he laid vnto hym: Toꝛde, J 
am ready to goe with thee into pꝛieſon, and to death. 
And he ſaid: J tel thee Peter the Cocke ſhal not crowe 
thys daye, tyl thou haue denied thꝛile that thou kno- 
welte me. And he layed vnto them: when J lente pou 
wythoute wallet, and ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked ye any 
thyng:! And they layd, no. Then layed he vnto them: 
but now he that hath a wallet, let hym take it vp, and 
lyke wyle his ſcrip. And he that hath no lwoꝛde, lette 
hyin ſell hys coate and bye one. Foꝛ Jſaye vnto pou, 
that yet theſame which is wꝛittẽ, muſt be perfourmed 
in me: euen among the wicked was he reputed: Foz 
thoſe thynges which are wꝛitten of me haue an ende. 
And they ſayed: TLoꝛde, beholde, here are. ii. [woꝛdes: 
and he ſaid vnto them: it is vnough. And he tame out, 
and went ( as he was wont ) to Mounte Oliuete. And 
the diſciples folowed hym. And when he came to the 
plate, he ſayd vnto them: pꝛaye, leſte ve fall into temp⸗ 
tacyon. And he gate himſelfe fro them about a ſtones 
caſt, and kneled down and pꝛayed, ſaying: Father, yf 
thou wilte,remoue this cup fro me: Meuerthelelle, not 
mx 
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my wyll, but thyne be fulfylled. And there appeared 
an Aungel vnto hym from heauen, comkoꝛtinge hym. 
And he was in an agonye and pꝛayed the longer: and 
his ſweat was lyke dꝛoppes of bloud, tricklyng down 
to the ground. And when he aroſe from pꝛayer, x was 
come to hys Dilciples, he found them ſlepyng koꝛ hea- 
uyneile , and he layde vnto them: why flepe ye- Ryſe 
and pꝛaye, leſte ye fall info temptation. whyle he yet 
ſpake, beholde,there tame a companye, ⁊ he that was 
called Judas, one of the twelue, went befoze them and 
pꝛealſed nye vnto Jeſus , tokyſſe hum. But Jeſus 
ſayde vnto hymn: Judas, betrayeſte thou the ſonne of 
man wyth a kylle when they whyche were abonte 
hym ſawe what woulde folowe, they ſayd vnto hyin: 
Lo2de,ſhall we ſmyfe wyth the lweoꝛde And one of 
them ſmote a leruaunte ot the hye Pꝛieſtes, and ſtroke 
of hys ryghte eare. Jeſus aunſwered and ſayde : ſut⸗ 
fre ye thus farre foꝛth. And when he touched his eare, 
he healed hym. The Jeſus (aid vnto the hye pꝛieſtes, 
and rulers of the temple, and the elders whyche were 
come to hym : ve be come oute as vntoa thefe, wyth 
(weo2des and ſtaues. when J was dayly wyth you 
in the Temple, ve ſtretched fo2thno handes agaynſte 
me:but thys is euen youre very houre, and the power 
of darkeneſſe. Then tooke they hym and led hym and 
bꝛoughte hym to the hye Pꝛieſtes Houle, But Peter 
folowed a farre of; And when they had kyendled a 
kyꝛe in the myddes of the palace, and were ſette downe 
together, Peter alſo (ate downe among them. Wut 
when one of the wenches behelde hym , as he late by 
the fy:e (and looked vpon hymn) ſhe ſayde : thys ſame 
felowe was alſo wyth hym. And he denyed hym, ſay- 
inge: woman, Jknowe hym not. And alter a lyttle 
whyle, another la we hym, and ſayde, thou arte alſo of 
them. And Peter layde: man, J am not. And aboute 
the ſpace of an houre after, another affirmed, 1 
E. i. erely, 
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verely, this felow was with him alſo, fo2 he is of GU 
lile. And peter layde: man, J wote not what thou 
ſayeſt. And immediatly whyle he yet ſpake, the Cocke 
krewe. And the JLo2d turned backe and looked vpon 
Peter. And Peter remembꝛed the woꝛde of the Lozd, 
howe he had layd vnto hym:befoze the Cocke krowe, 
thou ſhalt denye me thꝛyle:and Peter wente oute and 
wepte bytterly. And the men that toke Jeſus mocked 
hym,and ſmote hym: and when they had blyndfolded 
hym, they ſtroke hym on the face, # aſked hym, laying: 
Areade, who is he that cmote thee? And many other 
thynges deſpytefully ſayde they agaynſte Hym. And 
alloone as it was daye, the Elders of the people, and 
the Hye Pꝛieſtes and Scribes, came together, and led 
hym into they? counſell ſaying: Art thou very Chaſt- 
tell vs. And he layde vnto them: pf J tell you, ye wyl 
not beleue me:andyf Jaſke vou, vou wyl not anl were, 
noꝛ let me goe: hereafter ſhall the ſonne of man (yt on 
the ryght hand of the power of God. Then layd they 
all: Art thou then the ſonne of God: he ſayde: Ve ſaye 
that Jam. And they ſayde: what nede we of any fur- 
ther wytneſſe: Foz we oure ſelues haue heard of hys 
owne mouth.

s J warne vou of, ⁊tommend not, that 
oe tome not together after a better maner, 
ovut atter a wozle. Foz firſte of al, when ye 
. come together in the tongregatiõ, I heare 
that there is diſcention amonge vou, and 
A partely beleue it. Foz there m_ — 
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ſectes among you that they which are perfect among 
vou, may be knowen. when ye come together therfo2e 
into one place,the Loꝛdes ſupper can not be eaten, koꝛ 
euery ma begineth afoze to eate his own ſupper. And 
one is hungry, and another is dꝛonken. Haue ye not 
houſes to eate and dꝛinke in: delpyle ye the congrega- 
tion of God, and ſhame thein that haue not: what ſhal 
J laye vnto vou: ſhall J pꝛayſe vou: In thys J p2ayſe 
you not. That whych J delynered vnto vou, J recey- 
ued of the Lo2de. Foꝛ the Lo2d Jeſus, the lame night 
in which he was betrayed, tooke bꝛead, and when he 
had geuen thankes, he bꝛake it, and ſayde : Tanke ye 
and eate thys is my bodye, whiche is bꝛoken fo2 you. 
Thys doe ye in the remembꝛaunte ot me. Akter the 
ſame maner aiſo, he toke the tuppe when (upper was 
done ſayinge: thys cup is the newe Teſtament in my 
blond, Thys doe, as ofte as ye dꝛinke it in remẽbꝛaũte 
of me. Foꝛ as often as ye lhall cate thys bzead, and 
dꝛynke of thys cuppe,ye (hal ſhewe the JLozdes death 
tyll he come. woherefoze, wholoeuer (ſhall eate of thys 
bꝛead and dꝛynke of thys cuppe of the Lo2de vnwoꝛ⸗ 
thely, Halbe giltie of the body and blond of the Loꝛd. 
But lette a man examine hym ſelf, and ſo let him eate 
of the bꝛead, and dꝛynke of the cup. Foꝛ he that eateth 
and dꝛynketh vn woꝛthelye, eateth and dunketh hys 
owne damnation, becauſe he maketh no differente of 
the Loꝛdes body. Fo: this cauſe many are weake and 
ſycke among you, and many flepe. Foꝛ yt we had ind⸗ 
ged oure ſeltes:we ſhoulde not haue bene iudged. But 
when we are 11dged of the Loꝛde, we are chaſtened, 
that we ſhould not be damned with the world. where- 
foꝛe my bꝛethꝛen, when ye tome together to eate,tarye 
one fo2 another. pt any man hongre, let hym eate at 
home that ye come not together vnto condemnation. 
Other thynges wyll J ſect in oꝛdꝛe when J come. 
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=: He whole multytude of them 
. =D aroſe,and led him vnto Pilate, 
And they began to accule hym, 
o +1; [ayInge: we kounde this felowe 
i 4\?71i peruertyng the people, and foz- 
ic I biddyng to paye tribute to Ce- 
lar: ſaying that he is Chꝛiſte a 
z> || Kynge. And Pylate appoſed 
him, ſavinge:art thou the king 
of the Jeweszhe anſwered hym and ſayd: thou layeſt 
it. The layd Pilate to the hye pꝛieſtes and to the peo⸗ 
ple: F fynde no faulte in thys man. And they were the 
more fierce, ſayinge : he moueth the people, teachinge 
thꝛoughout al Jurp, and began at Galile, euen to thys 
place. wohe Pilate Hearde mention of Galile, he aſked 
whether the man were of Galtle. And alloone as he 
knew that he beloged vnto Herodes turiſdictio, he ſent 
hym to Herode, which was alſo at Jeruſalem at that 
tyme. And when Herode ſaw Jeſus, he was exceding 
glad, foꝛ he was deſy:ous to ſee hym of a longe ſeaſon, 
becatiſe he had hearde manye thynges ol hym, and he 
truſted to haue ſene lome myꝛatles done by hym. ThE 
he queſtioned wyth hym many woꝛdes. But he aun⸗ 
[wered hym nothyng. The hye Pꝛieſtes and Stribes 
ſtoode forth and accuſed hym ſtrayghtly. And Herode 
wyth hys men of warre,deſpyſed hym. And when he 
had mocked hym, he arayed hym in whyte clothing, x 
lente hym agayne to Pylate , And the ſame dave Py⸗ 
late and Herode were made krendes together. Foz be- 
koꝛe they were at variaunce, And Pylate called toge⸗ 
ther the hye Pꝛieſtes, and the rulers, and the people, x 
layed vnto them:ye haue bzought thys man vnto me, 
as one that peruerteth the people: and beholde, Jex⸗ 
amine hym befoze you and kynde no faute in thys * 
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of thoſe thinges whereof pe accuſe him, no noꝛ yet He- 
rode: Fo2 J ſent vou vnto him, ⁊ loe, nothinge worthy 
of death is done vnto him: J wyl therkoꝛe chaſtẽ him, 
and let him looce, Foꝛ ot᷑ neceſſitte he muſt haue let one 
loote to them at that feaſt. And all the people cried at 
onte, ſaying: away with him & deliner vs Warrabas: 
(which foꝛ a certayne inſurrection made in the citie, x 
foꝛ a murther, was caſt into pꝛielon.) Pylate ſpake a- 
gayne vnto them, willing to let Jeſus loote.Wut they 
cryed,ſayinge:crucifte him, crucitie him. He ſayde vnto 
them the thyꝛde tyme: what euyl hath he done⸗ J fynd 
no caule of death in hym: J wyll therfoze chaſte hym, 
and let him goe. And they cried with loude voytes re⸗ 
quy:ng that he myght be crucifyed. And the voyces 
of them and of the hye pꝛieſtes pzeuayled, And Pilate 
gane ſentence that it ſhoulde be as they requyꝛed, # he 
let looce vnto them him, that ( fo2 inſurrection + mur⸗ 
ther)was calt into pzteſon, whom they had deſy2ed: # 
he delyuered to the Jeſus, to doe wyth hym what they 
would. And as they led hym awaye,they taughte one 
Symon of Cyꝛen coming out of the fielde: and on hun 
layde they the trolle, that he myght beare it atter Je⸗ 
ſus. And there folowed him a greate company of peo⸗ 
ple, and of women, whyche bewapled and lamented 
hym. But Jeſus turned backe vnto them, and ſayde: 
ve daughters of Jeruſalem, wepe not koꝛ me:but wepe 
koꝛ youre ſlelues, and foꝛ youre chyldꝛen. Foꝛ beholde, 
the dayes wyll come , in the whiche they [Hall ſaye: 
Happye are the baren, and the woumbes that neuer 
bare, and the pappes whiche neuer gaue lucke. Then 
ſhall they begynne to (aye to the Mountaynes, fall on 
vs: and to the hylles, coner vs. Foz yf they dooe 
thys in a greene tree, what (hall be done in the d2ye- 
And there were twoo euyll doers ledde wyth Hym to 
be flayne . And after that they were tome to the place 
(which is called Caluarte ) there they crucifted by 8 
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the euyll doers,one on the ryght hande, and the other 
on the lefte. Then ſayde Jelus: father foꝛgeue them, 
foꝛ they woke not what they doe. And they parted hys 
raymente and caſte lottes. And the people ſtoode and 
behelde. And the rulers mocked hym wyth them, lay⸗ 
inge:he ſaued other menne, lette hym laue hym lelfe yf 
he be very Chꝛiſte the choſen of God. The ſouldiers 


alſo mocked hym, and tame and offred hum vynegre, 


and ſayde : yf thou bee the Kynge of Jewes, laue thy 
ſelfe. And a ſuperſcripcton was wꝛittẽ ouer him, with 
letters of Greke, and Latin and Hebꝛue: Thys is the 
Kyng ofthe Jewes. And one of the euyl docrs, which 
were hanged rayled on him ſaying: pt thon be Chuſk, 
laue thy lelte and vs. But the other anſwered and re- 
buked hym, laying: feareſt thou not God, leynge thou 
arte in the lame damnation⸗ we are righteouſlye pu⸗ 
nyſhed, fo2 we reteyue accozdynge to oure dedes: but 
thys man hath done nothynge amyſle. And he layde 
vnto Jeſus: Loꝛde, remembꝛe me when thon commeſt 
into thy Kyngdome. And Jeſus ſayde vnto hym: ve⸗ 
rely J ſaye vnto thee: to daye ſhalte thou be wyth me 
in Paradyle. And it was aboute the ſyrte houre: and 
there was a darkeneſſe ouer all the earth, vntyll the 


nynthe houre, and the Sunne was darkened. And 


the vayle of the Temple dyd rente, euen thꝛoughe the 
myddes. And when Jeſus had cryed wyth a loude 
voyte, he ſayde: Father, into thy handes J commende 
my ſpyꝛyte. And when he thus had ſayde, he gaue vp 
the ghoſte. when the Centurion lawe what hadde 
happened, he gloꝛytyed God,ſayinge:verely thys was 
a ryghteous man. And all the people that came toge⸗ 
ther to that lyghte, and la we the thynges whych had 
happened, ſmote they? bꝛeſtes and returned. And all 
his atquayntaunte, and the women that folo wed him 
from Galile, ſtode a farre of beholding theſe thinges. 
And beholde, there was a manne named Joſeph,a 
tounlayloꝛ 
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tounlayloꝛ, and he was a good man x a iuſt, the ſame 
had not conſented to the counſayle and dede cf them, 
which was of Aramathia a citie of the Jewes, which 
lame alſo wayteth foꝛ the kyngdom of God: he wente 
vnto Pilate and begged the body of Jelſus, and toke it 
downe,and wꝛapped it in a lynnen cloth ⁊ layd it in a 
ſepulchꝛe that was hewen in ſtone, wherein neuer ma 
betoꝛe had bene layde. And that daye was the pꝛepa⸗ 
ring of the Sabboth and the Sabboth dꝛew on. The 
women that folo wed after which had come with him 
from Galile, beheld the Sepulchꝛe, and how his body 
was layde.

They layde: Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus aunſwered:J 
haue tolde you that J am he. pt ve leke me therkoꝛe, let 
theſe goe theyꝛ waye , that the layinge myght be kul⸗ 
kylled whych he ſpate. Of the which thou gaueſt me, 
haue J not loſte one, Then Simon Peter hauinge a 
ſwoerd dꝛewe it, and ſmote the Hye pꝛieſtes leruaunt, 
and cut ot hys right eare. The ſeruauntes name was 
Malchus. Thertoꝛe ſayeth Jelus vnto peter, put vp 
thy ſwocrd into the ſheath: (Hall J not dꝛynke of the 
tuppe whych my father hath geuen me⸗ Then the co- 
pany and the captayne, # the myniſters of the Jewes 
tooke Jeſus and bounde hym, and ledde hym awaye 
to Annas ky2lt:to2 he was father in law to Cayphas, 
which was the hye Pueſte the ſame yeare. Cayphas 
was he that gaue counſell to the Jewes, that it was 
erpediente that one man ſhoulde dye foꝛ the people. 
And Symon Peter folowed Jeſus, and lo dyd - 
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ther Dyſciple : that Dyſciple was knowen to the hye 
Pꝛieſte, and wente in wyth Jeſus vnto the palace of 
the hye Pꝛieſte. But Peter ſtoode at the dooꝛe wyth- 
oute. Then wente oute that other Diſciple (whiche 
was knowen to the hye Pꝛieſte) and ſpake to the da- 
moſell that kepte the dooze , and bꝛoughte in peter. 
Then layde the damolell that kepte the dooze vnto 
Peter: Arte not thou alſo one of thys mannes Diſct- 
ples:he ſayde: Jam not. The ſeruauntes and mini⸗ 
ſters ſtoode there, whiche had made a fyꝛe of coales: 
fo: it was colde, and they warmed then ſelues. Peter 
alſo ſtoode among them # warmed hym ſelf. The hye 
Pꝛpeſte then aſked Jeſus of hys Diiciples,and of his 
doctryne. Jeſus aunſwe red hym: J ſpake openlye in 
the woꝛlde: J ener taughte in the Synagoge, and in 
the Temple whyther al the Jewes haue reloꝛted and 
in ſecrete haue Jſayde nothynge . Why alkeſte thou 
me: Alke them whiche heard me, what J layde vnto 
them. Beholde, they can tell what J layde. when he 
Had thus ſpoken one of the miniſters, which ſtode by, 
ſmote Jeſus on the fate, ſavinge: Aunſwereſt thou the 
hye Pꝛieſte ſo⸗ Jelus aunſwered hym: Yf J haue eupl 
ſpoken, beare wytneſſe of the euyll: But yt J haue wel 
ſpoken, why lmyteſt thou me And Annas lente hom 
bounde vnto Cayphas the hye Pꝛieſte.Symon Peter 
ſtode and warmed him ſelfe. The laid they vnto him: 
Art not thou alſo one of his diſctples-He denyed it, r 
ſayde: Jam not. One ok the ſeruauntes of the hye 
pꝛieſtes (his colin, whoſe eare Peter ſmote of ſaid vn⸗ 
to him:dyd not IJ lee thee in the garde wyth him: Pe⸗ 
ter therfoꝛe denied agayn: and immediatly the Cocke 
krewe. Then ledde they Jeſus from Caiphas into the 
hall ot iudgement. It was in the moꝛning x they them 
ſelfes wente not into the Judgemente hall, leſte they 
ſhould be defyled, but that they myght cate the Paſſe- 
duer. Pylate then wente out to them and —— 
acculation 
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accuſation bꝛynge you agaynſte thys man: They an- 
ſwered and ſayde vnto hym: Pf he were not an euyll 
doer , we woulde not haue delyuered hym vnto thee. 
Then ſayde Pylate vnto them:take ye him and tudge 
hyin after youre owne lawe. The Jewes therekoꝛe 
ſayde vnto hym: It is not lawekull foꝛ vs to put anye 
manne to death: that the wooꝛdes of Jeſus myght be 
fulfyled , whyche he ſpake, ſygnikying what death he 
ſhoulde dye. Then Pilate entred into the Judgement 
Hall agayne , and called Jeſus , and ſayde vnto hym: 
Arte thou the Kynge of the Jewes: Jeſus anſwered: 
ſayeſte thou that of thy leite, oꝛ dyd other tell it thee of 
me-Pylate aunſwered: Am Ja Jewe⸗ Thyne owne 
nation, and hye Pꝛieſtes haue delmered thee vnto me: 
what Haſte thou done ⸗Jelus aunſwered : my kyng⸗ 
dome is not of thys woꝛlde: yf my Kynqdome were 
of this woꝛlde, then woulde iny miniſters ſurely fight, 
that J ſhoulde not be delyuered to the Jewes : but 
nowe is my Kynqgdome not from hence. Pplate 
therekoꝛe layde vnto hym : Arte thou a kynge then! 
Jeſus aunſwered:thou ſayeſt that Jam a kyng. Fo2 

this cauſe was J bozne, and foꝛ this cauſe tame J in⸗ 

to the woꝛlde, that J ſhoulde beare wytneſle vnto the 
trueth. And all that are of the trueth,heare my voyte. 

Pylate ſayde vnto hym: what thinge is trueth⸗And 
when he had ſayd this he wente out agayne vnto the 
Jewes, and ſayth vnto them: J fynde in him no cauſe 
at all. ve haue a cuſtome that J ſhoulde delyuer you 
one looce at Eaſter: wyll ye that J looce vnto vou 
the kynge of the Jewes! Then cryed they all agayne, 
ſaying: Not him, but Warrabas: the ſame Barrabas 
was a murtherer. Then Pylate toke Jeſns therfoze, x 
ſcourged him. And the louldiers wounde a crowne of 

thoꝛnes * put it on hys head. And they dyd on Hym a 
purple garmente ⁊ tame vnto him & ſayd:Hayle kyng 
of the Jewes:and they (note hym on the kate. ow 
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wente kooꝛth agayne, and ſayde onto them: beholde, 
I bꝛynge hym foo:th to vou, that ye may knowe that 
I fynde no kaulte in hym. Then came Jeſus fooꝛth, 
wearinge a crowne of thoꝛne, and a robe of purple. 
And he layth vnto them: behold the man. when the 
Pꝛieſtes therekoꝛe ſawe hym, they cryed, Crucitie him, 
Crucyfye hym. Pylate ſayeth vnto them:take ve hym 
and crucyfye hym,fo2 J fynde no cauſe in hym . The 
Jewes aunſwered hym: we haue a lawe, and by oure 
la we he oughte to dye, becauſe he made hym ſclfe the 
ſonne of God. when Pylate hearde that (ayinge:he 
was the moze afrayde;, and wente agayne into the 
Judgement hall, and layeth vnto Jeſus : whence arte 
thou: But Jeſus gaue hym none aunlwere. Then 
ſayde Pylate vnto hym:Speakeſt thou not vnto me⸗ 
knoweſte thou not that J haue power to crucity thee, 
and haue power to looce thee: Jeſus aunlwered: 
Thon couldelte haue no power at all agaynſte me, 
extepte it were geuen thee from aboue: Therekoꝛe he 
that delyuered me vnto thee, hathe the moꝛe lynne: 
And from thencefoo2th loughte Pylate meanes to 
looce hym: but the Jewes cryed, ſayinge:yf thou lette 
hyin goe thou arte not Ceſars frende: foꝛ whoſocucr 
maketh hymſelfe a Kynge is agaynſte Ceſar. when 
Pilate hearde that layinge, he bzoughte Jeſus foozth, 
and late downe to geue ſentente in a plate, that is 
called the Pauemente, but in the Hebꝛue tonge, Gab⸗ 
batha. It was the pꝛeparynge daye of Eaſter, about 
the ſyxte houre. And he layeth vnto the Jewes: be- 
holde youre Kynge . They cryed, ſayinge: awaye 
wythhym, awaye wyth hym: crucyfye hym . Pylate 
ſayeth vnto them: (Hall J crucifye your Kyngez The 
hye Pꝛieſtes anſwered: we haue no Kynge but Ceſar, 
Then deliuered he him to thẽ cobe crucified. And they 
toke Jeſus and ledde hym awaye. And he bare hys 
trolle, and wente foo2th into a place whych is 3 
the 
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the place of dead mennes ſculles: but in Hebzue, Gol- 
gotha:where they crucified hym, and two other wyth 
Hin:on eyther ſyde one and Jeſus in the middeſt. And 
Pylate wꝛote a tytle # putte it vpon the troſſe. The 
wꝛytyng was, Jeſus of Nazareth king of the Jewes. 
Thys tytle read manye of the Jewes : fo2 the place 
where Jelus was crucifyed, was nere to the cite, And 
it was wꝛitten in Hebꝛue, Greke,# Latyn. The ſayde 
the hye pꝛieſtes of the Jewes to Pilate:wꝛite not king 
of the Jewes , but that he ſayde : Jam Kynge of the 
Jewes. Pylate anſwered:what J haue wzytten, that 
J haue wꝛytten. Then the ſouldiers, when they had 
crucified Jeſus, toke hys garmentes and made koure 
partes, to euery ſouldier a parte, and alſo hys coate. 
The coate was without ſeme wꝛought vpo thꝛough⸗ 
out, They layde therefoze amonge themlelues: let vs 
not deuyde it, but caſte lottes foꝛ it, who ſhall haue it. 
That the ſcripture myght be fulfylled,ſayinge: They 
haue parted my raymente amonge them, and fo2 my 
coate dyd they taſte lottes. And the ſouldiers dyd ſuch 
thinges in dede. There ſtode by the croſle ol Jeſus, his 
mother, and hys mothers ſyſter , Marye the wyke of 
Cleophas,and Mary Magdalene. when Jeſus there- 
foe ſawe hys mother, and the Diſciple , whom he lo⸗ 


ued, ſtandynge , he ſayeth vnto hys mother: woman, 


beholde thy lonne. Then ſayde he to the Diſciple: be- 
holde thyinother, And from that houre the Diſciple 

toke her foꝛ Hys owne. 74 
After thele thinges, Jeſus knowing that al thinges 
were nowe perfozmed , that the ſcripture myghte be 
fultylled he layth: J thyꝛſt. So there ſtdde a veſſel by, 
full of vynegre:therfoze they fylled a ſponge with vy- 
negre,and wounde it about wyth Jſope,and putte it 
to hys mouth. Aſſoone as Jeſus then reteaued of the 
vynegre, he ſayde: It is fyniſhed, and bowed his head 
and gaue vp the ghoſt. The Jewes therfoze,becauſe 
it 
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On good frydaie. 
it was the pꝛeparing of the Sabboth, that the bodies 
ſhould not remayne vpon the Croſle on the Sabboth 
daye (foꝛ that Sabbothe daye, was an hye daye) be⸗ 
ſought Pylate that theyꝛ legges myghte be bꝛokẽ, and 
that they myght be take downe. Then came the (oul- 
diers and bꝛake the legges of the kyꝛſt, and of the other 
whych was crucifled with him. But when they came 
to Jeſus, and lawe that he was dead alreadye, they 
bꝛake not hys legges:but one of the ſouldiours with a 
ſpeare thꝛuſt hym into the ſyde , and fozthwyth there 
came out bloud and water. And he that ſawe it bare 
retoꝛde, and hys recoꝛde is true. And he knoweth that 
he ſayeth true, that ve myghte beleue allo. Foꝛ theſe 
thynges were done that the ſcripture ſhoulde be kul⸗ 
fplled: ye ſhall not bꝛeake a bone of hym. 

And agayne another ſcripture ſayeth : they ſhall 
loke vpon hym whom they haue pearſed, After thys, 
Joſeph of Aramathta(whyche was a Diſciple of Je- 
(us, but ſecretely foꝛ feare of the Jewes)beſought Pt- 
late that he myghte take downe the bodye of Jeſus; 
And Pylate gaue hym lycence : He came therfoze and 
toke the body of Jeſus. And there came alſo Hichode⸗ 
mus(which at the beginning tame to Jeſus by night) 
and bꝛoughte of myꝛre and Aloes myngled together, 
about an hundꝛeth pound weyghte. Then tooke they 
the bodye of Jeſus, and wounde it in lynnen clothes 
wyth the odours, as the maner of the Jewes ts to bu⸗ 
rye. And in the place where he was cructfyed, there 
was a garden, and in the garden a newe Sepulchee, 
wherein was neuer man layde: There layde they Je⸗ 
ſus therefoze becauſe of the pꝛeparynge of the Sab⸗ 
— or the Jewes , koꝛ the Sepulchze was nye at
